Said to K(; an Indication Strength of 


riiaractpr. 


Tho great justification of tho double 


chin rests, of course, on its unrivaled 
value as mi index of character — and such 
a character! It ia really nature's patent 
of nobility. This was lon£ ago discerned 
by tho great master of physiognomv. It 
ia not difficult to divino what Lavater 
thought of a doublo chin, llo carefully 
points out th:tt man differs from the ani- 
mal chiefly by hi3 chin, laying it down 
as an axiom Unit the chin is the distinct- 
ive characteristic of humanity; conse- 
quently double chinned people aro doub- 
!y diiTorrntiatfd from the hensts that per- 
ish, which is greatly to their credit, llo 
expressly takes for his model of "tho 
thinker, full of sagacity and penot ra- 
tion," a man with a Ik'shy double chin, 
couplet! with a noso rounded at tho end. 
Tho portrait ho gives h even better than 
ho lertor press, as the gentleman is 
iinned with nt least five chins, go that his 
ower j;i\v was a vista of magnificent did- 
ances like Wellington. 
This happy physiognomy of the double 


chin, coupled with the rounded noso, 
characterizes, he Id Iritis, tho miml which 
can riii.1 to height:;, and which follows 
la drti^ns v-'itli reflecting firmness, un- 
alloyed by obstinacy. Let, therefore, 
hiwe with double china rejoice, whether 
hey po.vfss roumU-d nnsM or not, nnd 
liiotu La valor in gratitude, lie gives 
:gain another example of the double 
ncnton, and tho face BO endowed, he 
bays enthusiastically, is reason's own 
mage, llo mtlto revels in this feature. 
Io takes an example of Raphael with a 
icautifiilly rounded double chin, and in 
criticising it ho acknowledges that the 
irofile is wanting fn truth, harmony and 
;race; but then, nsks lie, how is it it BO 
strongly takes captivo our sympathy? 
"Where lies the illusion? Merely in the 
chin, ho answers, and, ns tho chin is a 
double ono, tho matter is no longer a 
mystery, 
llo points triumphantly to 


Cicero's magnificent double chin, and in 
a burst of eloquence says of "Wren's that, 
f you can timl a man with (among other 
hhigs) such a chin as that, without 
wing gifted with some extraordinary 
talent, ho renounces forever the science 
of physiognomy. 


What Lavatcr has thus laid down ex- 


Kricuce amply corroborates. Thcdouble- 
:hinued, therefore, should hold their 
loads up higher, in the conscinustipas of 
i\odest merit, and givo free play and 
ust prominence to their certificates of 
c mractcr. It is, as hinted above, rather 
difficult at preKcnt to tell who is endowed 
md who is not. Portrait painters aro 
craven enough to dissimulate a double 
chin; they leave it to a caricaturist, who 
iccuis to think it great fun for a popular 
statesman or poet to havo two chins, 
vhereas those appendages arc tho secret 
of their success, Sonic of our moro ob- 
servant writers have got a glimpse of 


10 truth; "Willdo Collins, for instance. 
.Io very properly credits Count Fosco, 
10 man of daring, resource and detci- 
uinatiou, with a double chin, to which 
.•Ywcu's put cockatoo culls public atten- 
ion by rubbing its brad against it in tho 
nost appreciative manner possible. But 
vour ordinary novelist would never have 


lought of that. 
As an Englishman, by the way, ono 


laturally turns to Shakespeare to see 
whether his appearance corroborates La 
vatjr's views. Shakespeare undoubtedly 
oresaw tho point, us bo foresaw e very- 


ing else, but he was suiiioiently artful 


o wear just enough ltc;ml to plact; it in 
eternal donbt whether ho had a double 
chin or not. Thus he leaves it open to 
ill parties, single-chinned or double, lo 
quote him ns an instance of anything 
they like, which, after all, is the great 
iso which Shakespeare baa always been 
jut to. — London Standard.

And 
so the queerest marriages and tho queer- 
est friendships mo contracted on thu ono 
iand, and tho apparently strongest an- 
tagonisms kindled on tho other hand. -

by a Saloon-Keeper

1'OYEHTV AND WEALTH. 


He said that the first tiling that would 


strike' with astonishment the visitor 
Vom another world to this would be tho 
strong contrast between the squalor and 
wretchedness and the pride and extrava- 
gance of wealth alongside it in a great 
city. He would aleo Qnd that the larger 


, he city the greater would be the con- 
rast, and that in the smaller towns and 
u the agricultural districts the disparity 
between the rich and the poor dwindled 
away. 


On examining into the cause oi this 


hspanty, it will be found that the use of 
liquor is the gmatest and first evil to be 
met with on every hand. The larger tho 
city and the poorer the neighborhood 
thu more apparent, because the liquor 
evil is evidenced by the »reat number of 
saloons and their devotees. Around the 
better-looking neighborhoods less sa- 
loons appear; not that they are entirely 
absent from sight in any phico (except 
in Prohibition states, and there they aie 
thoroughly hidden from the public gaze. 


I'OVEItTV AND rmiN'K. 


"After further examination you would 


be led to the irresistible conclusion that 
poverty and driuk go hand in hand, bat 
whether poverty causes drinking or 
Irinking causes poverty you miBht not 
at first determine. But one thing cer- 
tainly would impress itself upoi you, 
and that is that where tho most poverty 
existed there waa to be found the moat 
drinking, and where there was the moat 
drinking, poverty and its attendants 
showed themselves in their worst forma. 


"The effect of the saloon is soon ap- 


parent to you, not only on tho patrons 
thereof, but hi the misery that goes 
hand in hand, not onlv with the users 
of the ilowing Imwl, but'also upon those 
dependent upon them." 


TIN: CAUSE OF I.VrEJH'ERANCE. 


l! Let ns endeavor to find the cause 


which led to the use oi liquor, for it we 
can find thn causa it will be easy to find 
the remedy. 
" Where competition ia keen, as in 


large cities, there you find stimulants 
used the most, because the brain lage, 
or the nerve falters, or tho muscle grows 
tired, and new Hie for, the time being, ia 
gained by the use oi stimulants. 


"Temperance lecturers and temper- 


ance papers have said Ior years, and 
still say that the drink itself IB the cause 
and that the saloon is the cause oi the 
drinking habit, and straightway they 
try lo destroy thu fluid and close the sa- 
loon. Banishing liquor from sight has 
not proved a cure. The existence oi 
liquor openly is not the cause ot ita UEG 
or its abuse, 


"li the need of a stimulant be felt by 


the nagging energies of HO many people, 
the question arisen, 'Why Bhould this 
be?' Becaube wo are to-day between the 
upper and the nether millstone— the capi- 
t^liat alravc, the beggar below. 


THE COMI'KTlTlVi: SYSTEM. 


"The one great cause, and the original 


cause of the curse of drink, is the high 
pressure under which we live; or, m 
other words, the competitive system. 
The great reason why we have never re- 
moved this curse is the feeling of the 
need of a stimulant; because of that sys- 
tem drink has become a part oi our so- 
cial system. 


''Take away this ever-preeeut anxiety, 


this steady grind from, the worker in his 
daily life, and in a lew generations stim- 
ulants will be no longer stimulants 
There will be none to require stimu- 
lating. Take auay the cause oi tho use 
oi stimulants and they will themselves 
full into disuse. 


"I (you would ask how this is to be 


done, how the worker is to be relieved of 
his anxiety. I would answer: Change 
onr Bocial system in such a way that the 
worker shall receive his just reward. 
Stop that heaping together oi riches, the 
toiling of the many ior the few. Move 
forward in the path so clearly laid before 
iia and so eloquently explained in "Look- 
ing Backward," and if everv temperance 
lecturer was to-day to quit the field and 
devote his enerpv to the accomplishment 
of this tiling, drink and all its attendant 
horrors would ere lonir bo things of the 
paat."

Mr. McUall'rey had been assigned in a 
great hurry to take passage on hoard of 
the Oceanic and go as far as Yoko- 
hama, whore he was to moot me.

What Lavater has thus laid down ex- 


Tho double/ 
vliiiiiied. therefttie, should hold thuir 
heads up higher, in the consciousness of 
modest merit, and givo free, play and 
just prominence to their certificates of 
character. It is, as hinted above, rather 
difiiLMilt at present to tell who is endowed 
and who is not. Portrait painters are 
craven enough to dissimulate a double 
chin; they leave it to a caricaturist, who 
seems to think it great fun for a popular 
statesman or poet to have two chins, 
whereas tbo3C appendages are tho secret 
of their success. Somo of our more ob- 
servant writers havo got :i glimpse of 
tho truth; Wilkio Collins, for instance, 
lie very properly credits Count Fosco, 
the man of daring, resource and deter- 
mination, with n double chin, to which 
FOS-JO'S pet cockatoo calls public atton 
tirm by rubbing its head against it in tho 
ruost appreciative manner possible.

As an Englishman, by the way, one

Sbakesneare undoubtedly 
foresaw tbe point, as bo foresaw everv- 
thtng else, but ho was sufficiently artful 
to wear just enough beard to pluce it in 
eternal doubt whether he bad a double 
chin or not. Thus ho leaves it open to 
all parties, single-chiiinod or double, to 
ijuote him as an instance of anything 
they like, which, after all, is tho great 
use which Shakespeare has always been 
put to.

The men thereupon aroee—they would 
not have been deserving the name of 
men had they not—and tins troops were 
commanded to fire upon them. Such aa 
were not shot down were triced up and 
flogged, and nt latest accounts the pun- 
ishment was proceeding. Mr. Kenan 
believes the whole story, and, aa stated, 
he such proofs of it as will satisfy anv 
one of its truth, but to disclose the 
names of his witnesses would simply nx- 
pose them to the peril ot the most awful 
punishment. If the world had any rea- 
Kon to doubt the story o£ Stepniak aud 
the revelations of escaped prisoners, it 
baa not those of Kenan, a disinterested 
witness and a humane man. His recitals 
have stirred with indignation aud hu- 
mane sympathy the blood of civilization 
all over the world, save in oflicial circles 
of Russia.

Free raw materials are persistently 


demanded by some of tho most arrogant 
and selfish woolen and hardware manu- 
facturer?. They want wool, coal and 
iron ore admitted duty free, that they 
may more easily compete with ioreign 
rnajiufautureit;. UJK>» the surface, and 
from the standpoint of one engaged in 
manufacturing, the 
demand 
appears 


reasonable. Hut when we dredge to the 
bottom the question presents a very 
diiluix-ut appeaniiice. Suppose we grant 
free wool to the manufacturer, have we 
then any right to tax woolen fabrics 
used by the tailor in the manufacture of 
clothing? If we allow the manufacturer 
of pig iron to import iron ore and coal 
duty free can we refuse the plum tier hia 
gas aud water pipe, the carjwnter hia 
nails and the blacksmith his horseshoes 
and bar iron? If wool-growers in the I 
United States are entitled to no pro- 
tection against cheap wool from Aus- 
tralia and South America, manufacturers 
in this country are entitled to no pro- 
tection from the cheap fabrics manu- 
factured from that wool in England or 
Germany. If producers of pig iron and 
steel raila and plates are to be granted 
[ree coal and ore they must also concede 
to their patrons the right lo buy edge 
tools, locomotives, steel raila, rolled iron, 
steel plates, nails and all kinds of ma- 
chinery abroad. 
If sugar refiners are 


permitted to import raw sugar without 
the payment oi an import tax they must 
not complain if all sugar ia put upon the 
free list. There ia not a manufacturer 
in the United States to-day who is on- 
joying the benefit of protection upon his 
manufactured wares who ia willing to 
give that protection up. It ia only an 
effort on the part of grasping and mis- 
erly mill owners to secure another selQsh 
advantage without sacrificing anything 
now possessed. But they do not stop to 


AT the request of the committee of 


gentlemen who have in ch&rge the mat- 
ter of presenting the petition to the 
Hoard of Supervisors, that Fresno Irri- 
gation District be organized, every pub- 
lisher within the proposed district, with 
the exception of the Expositor, agreed 
not to publish any communications 
either for or against the district, unless 
the writers name appeared with the ar- 
ticle.

the manufacturers, the demand for free 
raw material ia hailed with delight by 
the ultra free-traders. 
It just units 


them, because they are not BO alow to 
recognize its full meaning. It also serves 
aa a bait to draw others into their ranks. 
Because of ita ambiguity it can be mnda 
to serve aa an attraction for many clasaeB 
of voters. So long aa he ia not called 
upon for particulars our aelf-afcyled tariff 
reformer gets on handsomely. But force 
him to name those materials he would 
include in the proposed exemption from 
duty, and it will be found that his logic, 
followed to its legitimate sequence, lauda 
at abaolute free-trade in nearly every 
article competing with the products of 
domestic manufactures. Tn the iron in- 
dustry not au article short of the very 
highest product would escape, while in 
the dry goods trade only ready-made 
garments would be exempted from the 
the Hat of free-trade articles. In the en- 
tire range of manufactured products 
there are but few that do not become the 
base, or the ''raw material," of Boroe 
more advanced industry. In the case of 
clothing, the cloth is the raw material of 
the tailor, wool of weaver, and corn and 
grass of the wool-grower. In iron, ore 
and coal come to the smelter, pig iron to 
the maker of bars, and these in turn to 
the maters of cutlery, tools aud ma- 
chinery—many manufactured articles' 
Hach as naila, hinges, gas and water 
pipe, etc., are "raw materials" for work- 
ers in other industries. 


The cry for freft "raw materials" is a^ 


free-trade drag net, of which the people ^ 
at large ihould beware. It will be set in 
vain for the Intelligent voter, but many 
a weak-minded creature will no doubt 
walk unsuspectingly iuto its inesliea.

ment in yon r paper not mcny days ago 
that the Alta Irrigation District had pur- 
chased the 7(> canal ia premature. 
For 


some time past an effort has been made 
to work the 70 canal, which is supposed 
lo have coat lesa than $200,000, into ti 
Alta Irrigation District for $400,000 of 
our bonds, plus nn unknown quantity 
which cannot be less than $33,000, and 
it may before settled amount to an ad- 
ditional million. 


The irrigation district elects a now 


Board of directors in April, and prior to 
that time this diabolical pc.heme will, if 
possible, be consumated. 


What does the 7t> Land & Water Co. 


offer to the Alta Irrigation District for 
the $400,000 of onr bond which it is try- 
ing to scoop? 


In the 80th California Report, on or 


near the 185th page, our Supreme tlourt 
states that the 7(i Land & Water Co. es- 
tablished the fact, in th Poly-lleilbrou 
case, that the capacity o! Ihe canal was 
onlv 7uO cubic feet per second. 


I'ach iriigator's foot is equal to fifty 


miners' inches of water, and the capacity 
of the fieventy-sis canal, in miners' 
inches, is, therefore, .'J7,oQ:t. 


The Seventy-six has sold, at |3 each, 


about IG.G'OO inches of water for nearly 
$S3,000, having '20,800 inches still in its 
possession, tiOOO ol which ia in litigation, 
and nearly 33,000 may be said to be on 
the market. At $o an inch it i.4 worth 
$00,000; at $10an inch, thehighest price 
that has ever bueu suggested at retail, if 
purchasers could be found, it would 
bring $180.000, and at wholesale the cor- 
poration now demand $400,000 of o:ir 
bonds. Scoop 'in over, boys. 


At that rate it would receive about $22 


an inch for its unsold water, and we 
farmers would get, if it did not take two 
to make a bargain, only $5 an inch for 
our water rights. 


There are 130,000 acren in our irriga- 


tion district; IG.OOO plus 3000 equal 
lfl,GOO, call it 20,030 for round nmnbera, 
which are already supplied with water, 
at the rate of one inch per acre, and 
110,000 acres have no water nt all. Pur- 
chase the 18,000 inches that the 70 have 
not yet disposed of at 1300.000, as some 
advocate, and distribute it evenly over 
the 130,000 acies of the district, for all 
are taxed alike, and each acre will re- 
ceive nearly ohe-feventh of an inch. If 
one-seventh of an inch of water per acre 
coat $400,000, a whole inch, at the eaine 
rate, will cost $2,800,030, which ia eaid 
to be fifteen times afl much as the coat of 
the caual.
